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In the Chancel was interred, without 
any Memorial, Nicholas Lloyd, M. A. the 
Author of the famous Hiftorical, Geo- 
graphical, and Poztical Latin DiGionary, 
publiſhed in 1670, and 1686, Fol. who was 
inducted Rector of this Place, (as I find 
by Papers under his own Hand-writing) 
28 April 1673, though, he ſays, he did 
not come to reſide till 23 Auguſt 1677, 
and dyed here 27 November 1680.

This Houſe remaining before the Fire 


in 1676, was an old Timber Houſe, 


probably coæval with Chaucer's Time; 


the ignorant Landlord or Tenant have

of Building, was made a Priſon for the 
' Rogaliſts ;, and here Sir Kenelm Digby 
wrote his Book of Bodies, and diverted 
himſelf in Chymftry, and ufed to make 
artificial precious Stones, as Rubies, E- 
meralds, Oc. out of Flint, as Sir Fran- 
cis Dodington, Priſoner with him at the 
ſame Time, told me. It was afterwards 
Told, 26 September 1649. to Thomas Wal- 
ker of Camberwell, in this County, Gent.

Near this Garden was a Theatre, | 


known by the Name of the GLOBE 
Play-Houſe, to which Beaumont, Fletcher, 
and Philip Maſſinger belonged, and wrote 
for; and though the moſt eminent Place 
for Tragedies, Comedies, and Inter- 
ludes, was, becauſe of its Situation, 
only uſed in the hot Summer Months. 
Not far from this Place were the 
ASPARNAGUSs-GARNDENS, and PIMBLI- 
co-PATH, where were fine Walks, cool 
Arbours, &c. much uſed; by the Citi» 
zens of London and their Families, and 
both mentioned by the Comedians at 
the Beginning of 1600.

In this Church have been ſeveral va- 
luable Monuments of noble and gentile 
Families, now loſt; many ſoon after the 
Reformation, when Queen Elizabeth was 
obliged, late, enough indeed, to publiſh 
a Proclamation againſt the Violators of 
Tombs and Monuments, which protected 
ſome ſmall Remains of Antiquity, which 
the reforming Fury and Zeal of the next 
Age had- totally deprived us of, had 
not ſome curious and induſtrious Men 


taken Care to hand down to. Poſterity 


their Labours, ſuch as we muſt now 
offer to the Reader, from Mr. Auguſtin 


Vincent's MSS. Papers, a Gentleman well 


known in the College of Heralds, and 
who -was taken away by Death; while 
he was compiling the Antiquities of Nor- 
thamptonſbire, for which he is ſaid to 
have left great Materials; which it is. 
to be hoped will be recovered by that 
Gentleman who has been ſome Time 
collecting to finiſh Mr. Vincent's Deſign, 
or attempting a new one.

He 
lay in a Garret, which was the Length 

of the whole Houſe, hung with black 
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Bayes; at one End was painted a Ske- _ 


leton extended on a Mattroſs, which 


was rolled up under his Head, at the 


other End was a low Pallet Bed, on 
which he lay, and on the Wall were 
depicted ſome Emblems of Mortality. 
He was an ingenious and contemplative 
Man, and an Intimado and Admirer of 
his Maſter Bacon. 

Near King's-Arms Stairs in College- 
ſtreet, on May 2, 1694, after a great 
Flood, was found a Gold Ring weighing 


about forty Shillings, which was left 


in the Sand near the Bank. The pre- 
ſent Poſſeſſor lived in 2 Publick Houſe 
on the Bank Side, and her Cellars were 
overflowed, and all the Liquors de- 
ſtroyed by the Violence of the Waters ;

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upon the Front of this Building, which 
is to the North-Eaſt ; and firſt, The Glaſs 
Windows were broken, ſhattered, and 
burſt outwards; the Brick-work was 
broken and pierced, but not through, 
except one little Hole; the Corner of 
the Window-Frame was ſtruck through, 
as if *twas done by a ſmall Cannon-Ball, 
and ſhivered to Pieces. Two more Places 
in the Brick-work were broken, and two 
ſmall Holes quite through ; at the lower- 
moſt of which, within the Bricks, it was 
more torn than without, and thrown all 
over the Room. There was left a black 
Mark of the Sulphur, which fixed itſelf 
on the Beam and one of the Coach-houſe 
Doors. There were three young Men, 
Apprentices to Watermen at Troittenban, 
who coming by at the Time of the 
Storm, ſtood up under this Building for 
Shelter; one of them was found Dead 
upon. the Spot, - with the Coach-houſe 
Door upon him; but whether that or 
the Lightning was the Occafion of his 
Death, is uncertain ; 'tis ſuppoſed the 
latter, becauſe he bled at one Ear; the 
Hair of the back Part of his Head, and 
of his Beard, was ſinged, and the Blood 
ſettled round his Neck. The other two 
oung Men were both wounded by the 
ightning on one Side of the Belly, and 
down 
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down one Thigh. One of them crawl'd 
away and got immediate Help, and was 
likely to do. well ; but the other was 
found gaſping for Life on the Dung- 
hill, but was ſomewhat recovered by 
being let Blood, &c. however, he 
did not live. The Coach-houſe Door 
was thrown down on the Boy. The 
Poſt of that Door was ſplit in the 
middle by the Lightning, from the Top 
to the Bottom. Near this Place three 
young Men ſtood for Shelter, and in 
the Dung-hill one of them was found 
lying. A Corner of the Stable-Door 
was taken off by the Lightning, with a 
Piece of the Groundſell, and the pitched 
Stones looſened, and one of them ſplit; 
and the Hay-loft Door, which was bolt- 
ed with a ſtrong Bolt, was burſt open, 
and the Staple flung two Yards into the 

| Room ; and an Horſe, which ſtood in 
the Stable, was kill'd by the Lightning, 

| and the Coach-houſe Door a little razed 
thereby; and there was a Splinter rent 
off the Door from the Top to the Bot- 
tom. So much, Sir, for the Front. I 
ſhall now give you an Account of 'the 
Damage done to the back Part of this 
Building,, which ſtands to the South- 
Weſt, where the Wind then blew, The 
chief Blow fell on the South-Weſt * 
0 
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of this Building, which ript off the Tiles, 
and threw down two Rows of Brick. 
Work 15 the Gable End without:ſide. 
The Lightning ſtruck in upon the Horſe 
and Filled him. He diſcharged a great 
deal of Blood at the Right Ear; his 
Main was ſinged, and all the Right Side 
of his Body in Streaks, chiefly upon his 
Veins. This Lightning diſcharged 1t- 
ſelf again with great Violence at a Back- 
window, which blew out the Glaſs and 
alf the Bar, and ſplit in ſunder the 
lower Part of the F rame, which was 
Heart of Oak, and threw all into the 
Eield. In this Place were two young 
Geeſe, which were not hurt at all. The 
Brick Wall- was alſo here broken with- 
out-fide, over this Window, but not 
through. - In a Sty were two Pigs, one 
only of which was killed, tho' it was 
Mor above ſix Foot ſquare ; and in ano- 
11 er j 0yBing Stable was an Horſe not 
thurt. I was told by a Perſon who ſaw 
the Cloud break, = it reſembled the 
Mouth of 2 heated Oven. Another 
Perſon, who ſaw the Lightning fall on 


the Gable- end, informed me, that there 


immediately aroſe a great Smoak ; but 


tho there was much combuſtible Mat- 


Ster within: ſide, yet, God be praiſed, 
there was not any thing took Fire: But

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there was a ſtrong Smell of Sulphur left 
behind, which laſted all the Day. 
When the Horſe was flea'd, his Head 
appeared to be ſplit from his Crown to 
his Noſe, in as exact a Manner as if it 
had been done by the greateſt Artiſt: 
But the Lightning had not pierced his 
Skin, where it had ſinged him; neither 
was there any perceivable Hurt done to 
his Lungs. |

* may happen in the Family, to preſerve

* his own right Heirs. There are ſeve- 
* ral Truſts created to other Perſons 
* and their Heirs, amongſt which one 
© is, That after the Death of Fobn the 
Son without Iſſue Male by Anne, the 
* Truſtees, &c. ſhall be ſeized for 1300 
* Years, &c. and on Determination there- 
* of, in Truſt for Anne for her Life; 
| and 
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and from the Determination of that 
Eſtate, to the Daughters of Anne;
